The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 29, 30 and 34-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yuuichi (JP 08104246), as cited by applicant .

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 39 and 74-84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yuuichi in view of Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (APA). 

As set forth above, Yuuichi teaches substantially all that is claimed. Presumably the 
pump of Yuuichi is driven by an electric motor (claim 39), but the reference does not expressly 
disclose this. However, at page 1 of applicant's disclosure it is stated that the use of such an 
electric motor is known. It would have been obvious to use an electric motor to drive the pump 
since this is disclosed as being conventional and since electric motors are readily available and 
are commonly used for such purposes because of their efficiency. 

Yuuichi also does not teach that the flow rate is zero when steering is not carried out, and 
becomes high when steering is carried out. However, as shown in applicant's prior art fig. 4, the 
flow rate is low or zero when steering is not carried out, and becomes high when steering is 
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carried out. Therefore, it would have been obvious to modify Yuuichi by providing such flow 
rate for enhanced efficiency.
